FIVE 
High-Flying U2 Gives Science "New Look At Sun 
ii 


BALTIMORE (A P)-T he U2 air­ 
plane. which burst into the lime­ 
light 
last year when one was 
.forced down in Russia, “has given 
us a new look at the sun ” a .Johns 
Hopkins University physicist dis­ 
closed Tuesday. 
Dr. John Strong reported that 
The high flying plane has been 
carrying aloft university instru­ 
ments to study solar radiation. 
His announcement, at a weekly ' 
seminar of 15 students, came ex­ 
actly one year after a radiation 
measurement from a bfflloon pro­ 
vided the first indication that the 
atmosphere of Venus contains wa­ 
ter vapor. 
Strong says he plans to extend 
similar observations to Mars. 
The spectrometer sent up in the 
L'2 plane was an effort to mea­ 
su re solar radiation above the 
earth's atmosphere, Dr. 
Strong 
said. 
To do so. it is necessary to mea­ 
sure the water vapor at various 
altitudes because it is a great ab­ 
sorber of the radiation. 
Strong said the data from the 
12 indicated that water vapor in 
outer space measures only one- 
tenth of one per cent of the at­ 


mosphere and that the solar radi­ 
ation there is more than 5.000 de­ 
grees. 
The data was obtained in eigh4 
flights, said Robert Rados of the 
| Air Force Cambridge Research 
Laboratories in Massachusetts. He 
said the plane took off from Ed­ 
wards Air Force Base in Califor­ 
nia and the observations were 
made in September over Alaska. 


He said the Johns Hopkins ob-j 
sedations are the first specific 
report on weather flights by the 
U2. 
Strong emphasized that “so far 
they are experimental’’ and more 
work is needed on measurement 
of absorption of solar radiation. 
Aside from the scientific curios­ 
ity. he said it will be of practical 
use to uea;her experts and engi­ 


neers designing satellite vehicles. 
The U2 flights themselves are 
a step forward in a similar pro­ 
gram carried out by Johns Hop­ 
kins in 1948. At that time. the 
measuring equipment was carried 
in B29 airplanes at altitudes up to 
only 33.000 feet. 
Both programs were carried out 
under sponsorship of the Office of 
Naval Research

2. What IS our gov ernment doing ab out “hot 
money” ? Sev eral years ago, I raised the question of 
“hot money” and a Senate committee b egan to make 
an inv estigation. But it was soon called off. The “hot 
money” runs into b illions. 
What IS “hot money”? 


There a re sev era l kinds, the mo st usua l being 
mo ney depo sited a bro a d fo r purpo ses o f ta x ev a sio n 
a nd ta x a v o ida nce. Co nsidera ble sums, running into 
billio ns o f do lla rs, a re o n depo sit in Switzerla nd, 
Na ssa u. Venezuela , Pa na ma , a nd Ho ng ko ng . Furth­ 
ermo re. a study needs to be ma de o f the shift 
a ro und o f do lla rs between the United Sta tes a nd 
Ca na da inv o lv ing such co mmo dities a s newsprint, 
cra ft pa per, whisky a nd o ther liquo rs. 


The hidden money is not limited to the illegally 
possessed funds of racketeers b ut inv olv es many of the 
most respectab le men in b usiness and b anking. The 
prob ab ility is that if the United States were ab le to 
call in funds hidden away or if our currency, which is 
now green, were printed red or purple and 60 days were 
allowed for the change-ov er from one colored currency 
to another, those who hav e ev aded taxes b y hiding their 
money ab road, would b e sore put to it to b ecome honest 
men. For whoev er possessed the green currency, after 
a certain date, would find it conv ertib le only b y the 
Federal Reserv e Bank which would demand a full ex­ 
planation as to the source of the funds and why no 
taxes were paid on them. This would b ring the gov ern­ 
ment an enormous return, all from ab road. 
"Hot money” classically is money from gamb ling, 
from b ootlegging, from taking cash under the tab le in 
commercial transactions, etc., etc. Whoev er owns “hot 
money” faces the prob lem of legitimatizing it. One may 
hav e millions stuck away in a Swiss b ank b ut there 
comes a time when it must b e used in legitimate trans­ 
actions to b e useful. This is no easy matter. If one 
holds such “hot money” in the United States, unless it 
b e of a v ery small amount, it b ecomes a menace. He 
cannot get rid of it: he cannot use it: it might b e 
stolen or b urned or lost. Therefore, the smart owner 
of such money finds a way to get it out of the country. 
Switzerland offers an excellent hav en for such 
crookedness. A Swiss b ank w ill hold a nameless account 
to which is giv en a numb er and nob ody in the b ank 
b ut its most confidential officers will know' whose 
account it is. The b ank will then undertake to “ man­ 
age” the money for a fee. Such management is not 
in the owner's name b ut is in the name of a Swiss 
b ank or a Swiss lawyer. Thus the money, stolen though 
it may b e, is legitimatized. It owns American securities 
or American b usiness houses or American land, or for 
that matter, similar properties in other countries. The 
b eneficial owners are nev er disclosed, Swiss laws pro­ 
tecting the anonymity of the owners of this money. 
Thus far, the gov ernment of the United States has 
nev er b een ab le to b reak through this secrecy. It can­ 
not discov er the names of the Americans who are rob ­ 
b ing the gov ernment of the United States.

Of course, the exchange v alue of the green dollar 
would temporarily fall. The only ones to suffer would 
b e the thiev es who eluded their due responsib ility as 
citizens b y hiding their money ab road. An honest man 
would lose nothing b ecause he could conv ert from green 
dollars to red or purple dollars without the slightest 
difficulty.

WASHI.N’GTO.N — An important 
report has just b een issued b y 
President Ewenhower’s Commis­ 
sion on National Goals. 
It is 
ab out 20.000 words long. It con­ 
tains some penetrating ob serv a­ 
tions. But who will read the full 
text of it? It cov ers two news­ 
paper pages. How many newspa­ 
pers could possib ly giv e space in 
a single day to such a b ig output 
of words without sacrificing other 
news? \e t the commission says: 
“ In far too many communities 
newspapers 
arc 
inadequate 
in 
their cov erage of significant pub ­ 
lic affairs. The prob lem of inter­ 
esting and informing mass audi­ 
ences, which most media must 
serv e, is a constant challenge.” 
If this same commission had 
giv en a little thought to how its 
own report might 
hav e 
gotten 
wider attention, and if other gov ­ 
ernment agencies would do like­ 
wise, there would b e a greater 
spread of such information. 
There is, for instance, no reason 
why this same report could not 
hav e b een div ided into separate 
sections, with each one released 
on a different day through a whole 
week. Thus, the section on for­ 
eign trade could hav e b een dealt 
with separately. So also the sec­ 
tion on national defense is a prob ­ 
lem b y itself. Similarly, recom­ 
mendations 
on 
foreign 
policy 
might well hav e b een the sub ject 
of a single release. Education is 
too important a topic to b e merg­ 
ed with sev eral others in one re­ 
port. 
Many parts of the b ig report 
are, (rf course, highly controv er­ 
sial. It is too b ad that a dissenting 
opinion on one or two points is 
b uried at the end of the long re­ 
port instead of b eing printed im­ 
mediately after the section that 
deals with this topic.

IS what the commission says on 
racial discrimination in employ­ 
ment;

let the pub lic interest suffer. Much 
is often said ab out the need for 
higher wages, b ut little is said 
ab out the need for higher produc­ 
tiv ity and the elimination of waste. 
Ev en an analysis of the commis­ 
sion’s report cannot b e done in a 
single dispatch, especially as to 
those b road and significant rec­ 
ommendations ab out nuclear wea­ 
pons and the whole Communist 
operation in the “cold war.” This 
in many ways affects our “na­ 
tional goals” more than anything 
else in the realm of national plan­ 
ning.

There are a good many omens 
and portents around the world 
that life as we know it is chang­ 
ing. not necessarily for the b etter. 
In England, Anthony Neil Wedg­ 
wood Benn is trying v ery hard and 
not v ery successfully to av oid b e­ 
coming a v iscount, an unpleasant­ 
ness that descended on him when 
his father died. Mr. Benn wants to 
remain plain Mister rather than 
VisccHint Stansgate, which the law 
quite plainly says he is. 
The mind reels. All our liv es the 
dream of b ecoming a lord, or. if 
ypu’re a girl, marrying one. has 
b een standard fantasy for just 
ab out ev eryone. If people start 
turning down titles, how will we 
manage? Hav e to rewrite Gilb ert 
and Sulliv an. It’s not at all easy 
to div est ytHirself of a lordship. 
In fact, it’s easier to get a title 
than get rid of one. 
No lord has tried to renounce 
his peerage since 1678 when the 
House of Lords effectiv ely ruled 
that a peerage could not b e re­ 
nounced. Randolph Churchill has 
written a letter to “The Times” 
of London suggesting one way to 
av oid the House of Lords. Commit 
treason. That would c(» t him his 
title all right. Also his head and 
his estates. Seems drastic. 
And while Viscount Stansgate 
fights for Misterhood. the town of 
Middlesb orough, also in England, 
has taken socialism to new heights 
or. as the Colonel Blimps would 
hav e it, defrths. Among its other 
serv ices, the strongly Lab or Mid­ 
dlesb orough town council has de­ 
cided to add a catering serv ice. 
You can hav e a dinner party in 
your own home catered b y the 
Town Council at 9s, 6d a head, 
which is not at all b ad. (For that 
ym get cream of tomato soup, 
roast chicken, York ham. peach 
melb a, coffee, cheese, and b is­ 
cuits). The To'*n Council will 
throw in maid serv ice at a shilling 
a head (roughly twelv e cents). 
That means the maid would ser­ 
v ice a dinner party of eight for 
ninety-six cents. While Viscount 
Stansgate liv es like a commoner, 
all the commoners, in Middlcs- 
b orough at least, will b e liv ing 
like lords. 
“Either . . . a splendid example 
of municipal enterprise or a ludi­ 
crous extension of pub lic serv ice.” 
declares “The Times” editorially, 


making no b ones ab out the fact 
that it leans toward the second 
v iew, I hav e another thought. A 
really b ad meal could b ecwnc a 
campaign issue, a succession of 
them might throw Lab or right out 
of Middlesb orough. Tough enough 
b eing responsib le for the schools, 
the water supply, and law and 
order—without adding the quality 
of municipal cookery to the other 
malfeasances a town councillor 
can b e denounced for. 
And while these unlikely hap­ 
penings are occurring in England, 
across the Channel, France is try­ 
ing to cope with an ancient prob ­ 
lem, prostitution. Prostitution i# 
hardly 
an 
exclusiv ely 
French 
prob lem, b ut it is—uh—committed 
in France in a peculiarly French 
way and that’s going to change. 
The French police are going to 
b e giv en b roader powers designed 
to crack down on b ars and hotels 
catering to prostitutes. In effect 
the prostitute is to b e driv en off 
the street as she was in England. 
No one expects prostitution to dis­ 
appear, French realists insist that 
the girls <rf the b oulev ards, long 
a familiar sight to tourists, will 
b e replaced b y the call girl, which 
is strictly an American institu­ 
tion. 
Already the F'rench hav e ac­ 
quired our quick lunch counter. 
TThe Champs Elysees has sprouted 
an American drugstore. Now the 
French arc getting our call girl. 
It’s small wonder that the Ameri­ 
canization of Europe is decried so 
energetically. Not that the call 
girl was unknown in Paris. There 
were some b ut they were raie. 
The F'rench preferred the streets 
where they could look ov er the 
girls, flirt a b it. and ab ov e all, 
shop around. But no more. 
Malheur! 
And from Russia comes word 
that there are still many, many 
priv ately owned farms in Russia. 
Forty years after the Russian 
rev olution, priv ate farming still 
produces 82 per cent of Sov iet 
eggs, 70 per cent of its potatoes, 
and almost half its meat and milk 
production.

As Ike Tried To Ease Money Drain

WASHINGTON—On almost the 
very same day President Eisen­ 
hower was signing an order for 
the return of American Service­ 
men's wives from Europe, the 
Ford Motor Company was signing 
an order whereby it would buy 
$305,000,000 worth of stock in its 
subsidiary in England. 
This drain 
of 
$305,000,000 
to 
England amounts to more than 
the number of dollars saved by 
keeping wives from joining Ameri­ 
can servicemen in England for 
one whole year. In other words, 
while the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion was saving on the dollar drain 
at the expense of the man serving 


his country in the ranks, one of 
Ike’s best friends in the industrial 
world was draining more dollars 
out of the USA. 
The Ford family has been one 
of the President’s stanchest politi­ 
cal supporters. In his first elec­ 
tion, Ford dealers were assessed 
from $100 to $1,000 contributions 
for the Eisenhower political cam­ 
paign, based on the number of 
cars they sold. In Michigan. Henry 
Ford has consistently been one of

boosters.

U t us look at this gold problem realistically and 
anal>ze the facts no matter how unpleasant: 
1. We need, first of all. to analyze what the various 
countries owe to us and on what terms. These agree­ 
ments are not alwa>& public nor do the available data 
explain quite what the amounts are, when they arc 
due, in what form they are to be paid. 
If we can get back what is owing to us in gold, we 
shall undoubtedly find a large addition to our gold 
stocks.

is our government doing

"hot 
money"? Several years ago, I raised the question of 
"hot money" and a Senate committee began to make 
an investigation. But it was soon called off. The "hot 
money" runs into billions 
What is "hot money "? 


There arr several kinds, the most usual brins: 
monrv deposited abroad for purposes of tax evasion 
and tax avoidance. Considerable sums, running into 
billions of dollars, are on deposit in Switzerland, 
Nassau, Venezuela, Panama, and Hongkong. Furth­ 
ermore, a study needs to be made of the shift 
around of dollars between the United States and 
Canada involving such commodities as newsprint. 
craft paper, whisky and other liquors. 


The hidden money is not limited to the illegally 
possessed funds of racketeers hut involves many of the 
most respectable men in business and banking 
The 
probability is that if the United States were able to 
call in funds hidden away or if our currency, which is 
now green, were printed red or purple and 60 days were 
allowed for the change-over from one colored currency 
to another, those who have evaded taxes by hiding their 
money abroad, would be sore put to it to become honest 
men. For whoever possessed the green currency, after 
a certain date, would find it convertible only by the 
Federal Reserve Bank which would demand a full ex­ 
planation as to the source of the funds and why no 
taxes were paid on them. This would bring the govern­ 
ment an enormous return, all from abroad. 
"Hot money" classically is money from gambling, 
from bootlegging, from taking cash under the table in 
commercial transactions, etc., etc. Whoever owns "hot 
money" faces the problem of legitimatizing it. One may 
have millions stuck away in a Swiss bank but there 
comes a time when it must be used in legitimate trans­ 
actions to be useful. This is no easy matter, 
lf one 
holds such "hot money" in the United States, unless it 
tie of a very small amount, it becomes a menace. He 
cannot get rid of it: he cannot use it. it might be 
stolen or burned or lo*t. Therefore, the smart owner 
of such money finds a way to get it out of the country. 
Switzerland offers an excellent haven for such 
crookedness. A Swiss bank will hold a nameless account 
to which is given a number and nobody in the bank 
but its most confidential officers will know whose 
account it is. The bank will then undertake to "man­ 
age" the money for a fee. Such management is not 
in the owner's name but is in the name of a Swiss 
bank or a Swiss lawyer. Thus the money, stolen though 
it may be. is legitimatized. It owns American securities 
or American business houses or American land, or for 
that matter, similar properties in other countries. The 
beneficial owners are never disclosed. Swiss laws pro­ 
tecting the anonymity of the owners of this money. 
Thus far. the government of the United States has 
never been able to break through this secrecy. It can­ 
not discover the names of the Americans who are rob­ 
bing the government of the United States.

Switzerland s n o n -timperativeness in this is not 
unique. None of the tax haven countries cooperate 
with the United States. 
Much can he done. 
For 
instance, the withdrawal of green money say in SO 
days and the rejection of such money without ade­ 
quate explanation as to its original source and 
evidence of the pa>ment of income tax. The Swiss 
hanks would be clogged with unusable American 
dollars. 


Of course, the exchange value of the green dollar 
would temporarily fall. The only ones to suffer would 
be the thieves who eluded their due responsibility as 
citizens by hiding their money abroad. An honest man 
would lose nothing because he could convert from green 
dollars to red or purple dollars without the slightest 
difficulty.

alKHit 20,000 words long. It con­ 
tains some penetrating observa­ 
tions. But who will read the full 
text of it? It covers two news­ 
paper pages. How many newspa­ 
pers could possibly give space in 
a single day to such a big output 
of words without sacrificing other 
news? \ e t the commission says: 
"In far too many communities 
newspapers 
are 
inadequate 
in 
their coverage of significant pub­ 
lic affairs. The problem of inter­ 
esting and informing mass audi­ 
ences. which most media must 
serve, is a constant challenge." 
lf this same commission had 
given a little thought to how its 
own report might 
have 
gotten 
wider attention, and if other gov­ 
ernment agencies would do like­ 
wise. there would be a greater 
spread of such information. 
There is. for instance, no reason 
why this same report could not 
have been divided into separate 
sections, with each one released 
on a different day through a whole 
week. Thus, the section on for­ 
eign trade could have been dealt 
with separately. So also the sec­ 
tion on national defense is a prob­ 
lem by itself. Similarly, recom­ 
mendations 
on 
foreign 
policy 
might well have been the subject 
of a single release Education is 
too important a topic to be merg­ 
ed with several others in one re­ 
port. 
Many parts of the big report 
are, of course, highly controver­ 
sial. It is too bad that a dissenting 
opinion on one or two points is 
buried at the end of the long re­ 
port instead of being printed im­ 
mediately after the section that 
deals with this topic.

Much 
is often said about the need for 
higher wages, but little is said 
about the need for higher produc­ 
tivity and the elimination of waste. 
Even an analysis of the commis­ 
sion's report cannot be done in a 
single dispatch, especially as to 
those broad and significant rec­ 
ommendations about nuclear wea­ 
pons and the whole Communist 
operation in the "cold war." This 
in many ways affects our "na­ 
tional goals" more than anything 
else in the realm of national plan­ 
ning.

All our lives the 
dream of becoming a lord, or. if 
you're a girl, marrying one, has 
been standard fantasy for just 
about everyone. If people start 
turning down titles, how will we 
manage? Have to rewrite Gilbert 
and Sullivan. It's not at all easy 
to divest yourself of a lordship. 
In fact, it’s easier to get a title 
than get rid of one. 
No lord has tried to renounce 
his peerage since 1678 when the 
House of Lords effectively ruled 
that a peerage could not be re­ 
nounced. Randolph Churchill has 
written a letter to "The Times" 
of London suggesting one way to 
avoid the House of Lords. Commit 
treason. That would cost him his 
title all right. Also his head and 
his estates. Seems drastic. 
And while Viscount Stansgate 
fights for Misterhood. the town of 
Middlesborough, also in England, 
has taken socialism to new heights 
or, as the Colonel Blimps would 
have it, depths. Among its other 
services, the strongly Labor Mid­ 
dlesborough town council has de­ 
cided to add a catering service. 
You can have a dinner party in 
your own home catered by the 
Town Council at 9s, 6d a head, 
which is not at all bad. 'For that 
you get cream of tomato soup, 
roast chicken, York ham. peach 
melba, coffee, cheese, and bis­ 
cuits*. 
The 
Tc'*n 
Council 
will 
throw in maid service at a shilling 
a head 'roughly twelve cents*. 
That means the maid would ser­ 
vice a dinner party of eight for 
ninety-six cents. While Viscount 
Stansgate lives like a commoner, 
all the commoners, in Middles­ 
borough at least, will be living 
like lords. 
"Either . . . a splendid example 
of municipal enterprise or a ludi­ 
crous extension of public service,” 
declares "The Times" editorially, 


making no bones about the fact 
that it leans toward the second 
view. I have another thought. A 
really bad meal could become a 
campaign issue, a succession of 
them might throw Labor right out 
of Middlesborough. Tough enough 
being responsible for the schools, 
the water supply, and law and 
order—without adding the quality 
of municipal cookery to the other 
malfeasances a town councillor 
can be denounced for. 
And while these unlikely hap­ 
penings are occurring in England, 
across the Channel. France is try­ 
ing to cope with an ancient prob­ 
lem, prostitution. Prostitution is 
hardly 
an 
exclusively 
French 
problem, but it is—uh—committed 
in France in a peculiarly French 
way and that s going to change. 
The French police are going to 
be given broader powers designed 
to crack down on bars and hotels 
catering to prostitutes. In effect 
the prostitute is to be driven off 
the street as she was in England. 
No one expects prostitution to dis­ 
appear. French realists insist that 
the girls of the boulevards, long 
a familiar sight to tourists, will 
he replaced by the call girl, which 
is strictly an American institu­ 
tion. 
Already the French have ac­ 
quired our quick lunch counter. 
The Champs Elysees has sprouted 
an American drugstore. Now the 
French are getting our call girl. 
It s small wonder that the Ameri­ 
canization of Europe is decried so 
energetically. Not that the call 
girl was unknown in Pans. There 
were some but they were rare. 
The French preferred the streets 
where they could look over the 
girls, flirt a bit. and above all, 
shop around. But no more. 
Malheur! 
And from Russia comes word 
that there are still many, many 
privately owned farms in Russia. 
Forty years after the 
Russian 
revolution, private farming still 
produces 82 per cent of Soviet 
eggs. 70 per cent of its potatoes, 
and almost half its meat and milk 
production. 
Rampaging capitalism in Rus­ 
sia. reluctant lords in England, 
and virtue in France! What s the 
world coming to?
